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THEATRE NIGHT 



The annual McGill Theatre Night has been arranged for 
to-morrow night. Tito place is His Majesty's Theatre. The 
performance is "The Fair Co-ed," The usual student parade 
will be formed by classes, and the procession will march to 
the Theatre to the accompaniment of Bongs and chorus and 
lire-works. 

For many years Theatre Night lias been an interesting 
event at McGill. To Freshmen particularly it Is an event 
of importance. It is the first public appearance as a unit, 
and by their attitude and conduct their class shall be judg- 
ed. To the citizens of Montreal it is always an event of in- 
terest. As a rule, citizens are not averse to student street 
parades. They enjoy student, songs and cheers, student en- 
thusiasm and legitimate student fun. They find pleasure in 
student performances of one kind or another, if these per- 
formances are within the bounds of law and order and dec- 
ency. It is hoped that to-morrow night spectators and stu- 
dents will have a full measure of entertainment devoid of 
all lawless and rowdy elements. 

In former years it has happened that Theatre Night has 
not nlways been noted for its decorum. Naturally, it can- 
not be expected that the work of actors or chorus can be 
closely followed or even always heard. Critical people who 
wish merely to see the play had better select another night 
than "Students Night." Hut this is not the cause for com- 
plnins or protest. The gathering 1ms been too frequently 
marred in and out of the Theatre by discreditable and un- 
necessary rowdyism at at times civme close to ruffianism mis- 
sies of valions kinds have been thrown from the balconies 
and members of the audience,— t he very guests of the stu- 
dents, have been insulted by their hosts. Womens 1 gowns 
have been ruined, — 'tis true, 'tis pity — arid men und women, 
friends of the students, have been subjected to discomfort. 
Outside the Theatre after the performance there bnve been 
at time destruction of property, stealing of tradesmen's 
Signs, stopping of trolley ears and clashes with tîiû police. 
And at. .ill times a handful of students has been the cause 
of H.'.o Unseemly disorder, while fclfo whole body of McGill 
men — graduates and undergraduates— have shared the blame. 

We trust that to-morrow night there will lie no repeti- 
tion of disorderly scenes. The throwing of missies, the des- 
truction or appropriating of other people's property are re- 
lies of a barbaric age. They are a form of amusement un- 
worthy of McGill men. 

We hope that the parade will be the biggest in our his- 
tory, that the songs and cheers will surpass those of former 
years, that the enthusiasm will be genuine and hearty, that 
our friends will be better pleased than ever before, and that 
all will strive to make the performance a most enjoyable 
one,— a great McGill gathering. We hope too that with it 
ull there will be no rowdyism or disorder and that on Sat- 
urday we shnll have no tales of lawlessness to record. It 
should scarcely be necessary to caution freshmen to remem- 
ber to-morrow night that they are McGill men, and that 
their conduct in ami out of the theatre must be Worthy of 
that name. The Students' Council hâve done their best to 
make Theatre Night an orderly and enthusiastic ami suc- 
cessful performance; the rest lies with the students themsel- 
ves.

NOTED PULPIT ORATOR AND LIT-

Rev. R, Bruce Taylor, M.A., pastor 
of St. Paul's Church, will address a 
meeting of McGill men in Strntheona 
Hall.

EUROPEAN STUDENT'S 
VIEWPOINT 

INTERESTING ARTICLE FROM 
"YALE NEWS' 

UNIVERSITY INHIKKKHKNCK TO 
SOCIAL AND POLITICAL LIFE. 
IMPRK8SIONS up RUSSIAN 
COLLEGE MAN. 

Mr. Alexander Trirtenberg, a mem- 
ber of the Yale Graduate School and 
a graduate of two othei educational 
institutions, namely the Technical in 
1 stitutc of Odessa and Trinity College, 
Hartford, has some Interesting views 

on the present day attitude ol the 
American COlJege student toward the 
political ami social affairs of his 
country which be sets forth as fol- 
lows:— 

Much has been sail, nnd-'writtcn 
lately m regard to college life in 
America. Some criticized the moral 
standard of the students, others 

pointed ou! that a college graduate 

can t make a good politician, etc., 

etc. 

While all these discussions about 

tin candidates in the American edu- 
cational institutions may be of great 
value, and in a way demonstrate the 
interest which tbe general public is 
now taking in regard to the colleges. 

-yet it seems to me that tbe critics 
are eotifusiU',' tbe real issue and are 
neglecting tbe main problem. 

The first thing that strikes a 
Kuropean student when he enters an 
American university is the absolute 

Indifference of the student bodies to 
the social ami political life of their 
country. The American university 
plays no part whatever m any of the 

social changes which are constantly 
taking pine,, m the 1 nul. 

The American student while in col 
lege consider themselves having no 
thing to do with the outside world. 
Hut while the young men of America 
ate entirely isolated from the actual 
lib' of tbe hum, while they are inbah 
iting the Island called tin American 
University— a student body of a Eur- 
opean country represents a different 
phenomena- The Latin Quarter in 
Paris is the mouthpiece of France. 
Social, political. RCOtfeHMk. Hid ..mail' 
other policies are discussed, approved 
or disapproved by the students, he 
fore they reach the public, (in all 
the great questions of the day the 
students bave their say, and tbe pub- 
lic is very often influenced by tbe op- 
inion set forth by the student bodies. 

Hut tempore mutautur, times 

are changing, and together with them 
are changing tbe ideas id duties and 
obligations in society. The American 
students, Until now deaf to ali sue 
inl upheavals, are now beginning to 
crawl out of tbe little worlds of their 
own and listen to what is going on 
in their Immediate surroundings. 'I be 
different progressive movements in 
general and tbe growing socialist 
movement in particular broke into 
the temples of learning and heralded 

there tl tiling of a new era. Tbe 

light of social responsibility thrown 
upon the American university by 
these progressive movements made 
many students understand that in oi- 
lier to make their learning worth 
while they must fust acquaint them- 
selves with society aim its needs. The 
socialist study clubs, now existing in 
about 50 colleges and universities, 
prove the change which has taken 
place in the Academic life of the land. 

Thai the American university which 
is naturally a social institution, 
with the object of preparing worthy 
citizens of the state -couldn't remain 
any longer m tbe anomalous condi- 
tion it was so far is best proven b.V 
tbe fact that tinny leading profes- 
sors have entered the political arena 
of tbe land. 

The problems of government which 
have been so far solved by men who 
knew very little or nothing at all of 
tbe science of government, — will now 
undergo a careful analysis of the 
critical mind of a political scientist. 

An opening has been made in the 
Chinese wall of indifference of the 
American academic life and tbe time 
is near when the American university 
will become n real social institution 
where young men will go to educate 
themselves for tin' realization of the 
ethical ends in society.

Mr. llabcock, opining for tin- af 
[irniative, emphasized the fact that 
trade unionism stands for regularity 
and uniformity in wage standards, 
thus doing away with much suffering 
and individual wrong, lie quoted 
from personal experience to substan- 
tiate his cause. 

Mr. Finebcrg for the Negative band- 
led bis subject in a cleat and master- 
ly fashion, He saw the salient objec- 
tions to trade unionism, viz.,- that it 
set up unnecessary class distinctions, 

that it failed in all feasible schemes 
of social reform, and that in induc- 
ing strikes it was a very positive 
detriment to organized society, Co- 
operation, not compétition is the Inst 
word in social organization, 
Mr. Pruneau for the Affirmative 

criticised wording of the subject and 
proceeded to show that, labor organi- 
zation was absolutely necessary to 
preserve the smallest measure ni com- 
fori and freedom for the working 
classes limier modern conditions. 
'Trade unions were great instruments 
in the social uplift of the whole com- 
munity. 

Mr. Holland for the Negative show- 
ed considerable fluency of expression 
but did ii it come to his point soon 
enough. He claimed on good author- 
ity that nine tcuVUsr ^1- 4liv Urttvl 
•.•.i.imber of strikes' are caused by pur- 
ely teidlTrrrtl and nonessential dif- 
ferences. He looked upon trai.e un- 
ionism as tbe first plank in the plat- 
form of Socialism us enunciated by 
Debbs and Merger. It was a curse 
rather than a benefit to a civilized 
community, 

Mr. French, for the Affirmative, 
spent most of his time refuting his 
opponents' arguments, His points 
'were well made and clear. His anal- 
ogy between freshman nnd trade un- 
ionism was original nnd striking. 
Hotli <d these wdiile imperfect In a 
vast number of details still contained 
a foundation of solidity upon which 
to build. He did not feel sorry that 
trade unionism would sound the death 
knell to selfishness and capitalism, 
tints laying the corner stone of a so- 
cialistic community, He showed that 
strife between labor nnd capital was 
of ancient birth and did not owe its 
origin to unionism. 

Mr. ClaWSOn in reply made an ear- 
nest and forceful appeal. He claimed 
intimate personal knowledge with all 
the workings of unionism and hnd 
nothing but absolute condemnation 
for it Was it lair play to subvert 
national interests and all the most 
elementary instincts of justice to the 
mean, pelts and self seeking artifices 

to which the trade unionists every- 
where descend ? Let each Individual 
have a fair show to rise, and he 
will rise according to bis ability. 
Don't fetter him with the servile and 
deadening bonds of trade unionism. 
Anyway Capitol is always supreme if 
it really wishes to exerl Its united 
power. 

Mr. Hruneau. speaking again for the 
Affirmative, dealt very caustically 
with his opponents' arguments and 
retorted the charges of superficiality 
whereupon a slight disturbance en- 
sited. Quiet being obtained the speak- 
er resumed. He attempted to wreck 
the Whole economic and logical frame- 
Work on which the Negative bad has 
ed their statements. 

Mi. Hugesson. in his most fluent 
an i logical parliamentary style, sum 
med up tbe wh de case and marshal! 
ed several very convincing incidents 
to show that trade unionism was not 
only brutal in its methods, but also 
positively inimical to the whole sys- 
tem of organized society. The famous 
Frisco earthquake afTnir, the MucNa- 
maro afTnir and other equally notor- 
ious incidents were nnnlyzed and dis- 
played by the speaker much to the 
disadvantage of trade unionism. 

Mr. Newcome also speaking for the
